Eyewitnesses to the accident,

young Thompson, who resides at 
Venturetown. The accident occur- 
red, they said, about 25 feet from 
the west approach of the struc- 
ture.

Cony Journal: With shipments 


of pipe for its natural gas line ex-J 
pected In the near future now that 
the steel strike is over, the Penn- 
sylvania Gas Company still hopes 
to complete its new 12-inch line 
"between Roystone in Warren Coun- 
ty and Erie this year. 


Harford Brothers construction 


company of Emporium is schedul- 
ed to start In the near future on 
. two lections of the line still re- 
maining to be laid. 


One involves a two-mile stretch 


northwest of Corry between the 
new line and that of the Tennessee 
Gas Transmission Co. from which 
the PGC gets 10,000,000 cubic feet 
of fuel daily. 


The remaining 13 miles of the 


15-mile stretch 
remaining- 
lies 


southwest of Erie, according to 
Warren Locke, president of the 
utility. 


Mr. Locke said 
the 
Harford 


firm hopes to complete the work 
by the end of September. When 


the last link of the new transmis- 
sion pipe is completed the PGC 
will have four mains running from 
Warren to Erie. Two are eight- 
inch lines while one is a 10 and 
the new one ia 12 inches. 


Without mentioning the case in 


which several hundred Erie home 
owners are attempting to force the 
utility to supply them with fuel, 
Mr. Lccke said, "The new line will 
not make any more gas available. 
However, the additional transmis- 
sion facilities should relieve those 
low pressure conditions In Erie 
during periods of extremely cold 
weather."

UTILITY RATES 


The following excerpts are taken from an editor- 


ial, Utility Rates, which appeared in a recent issue of 
the Pittsburgh Press: 


Under the law, public utilities are entitled to a 


lair return on a fair valuation of their properties. 
The Public Utility Commission is the agent of the 
Legislature in regulating rates. 


Neither the Commission nor the Legislature itself 


could legally give less than a fair return to the 
utilities. To do so would violate the constitutional 
bar against confiscation of property. 


. . . What if a utility must have a higher rate to 


maintain its service? Would it be denied the re- 
lief to which it is entitled? 


Certainly, public utility services at the lowest 


cost consistent with1 good management are desirable 
in any community. But we can't get proper services 
if we cut the fair return below reasonable limits 
and discourage investment in public utilities. 


Public utilities are not immune to the economic 


trends which have boosted costs for all other ven- 
tures. They don't operate in a vacuum. They, too, 
must pay the higher wages that other workers get 


v and the higher costs for materials and equipment. 


That calls for investment—in large volume. And 


unless the investor has a reasonable expectation of 
getting his money back with a fair return for its 
use, he'll place his money elsewhere. 


Privately-operated utilities, under strict state reg- 


ulation, offer the best hope of giving the peopTe 
proper service a., a low price, in our opinion.

The body of Mr. Sillaway was 


found in a corn field near his car 
parked a short distance from the 
home. 
It was surmised he had 


arisen early in'the'morning and 
left the house after Mr. Green had 
departed for work and while Mrs. 
Green was sleeping.

His disappearance was discov- 


ered by his daughter at 11:30 when j 
she tried to call him for lunch. In 
the company of a neighbor she 
started a search for her father and 
the body was found about 12:15. 


In ill health for some years, Mr. 


Sillaway had been increasingly de- 
spondent for the past two weeks, 
according to relatives. He was 
bom February 10th, 1878, at 
Spring Creek and lived on a farm 
in the Lindsey Hollow vicinity un- 
til 19i8 when he moved to a farm 
at RD 1, Corry. He had been liv- 
ing with his daughter, Mrs. Creen 
for the last three years.

Now South could discard 
the losing heart and the low spade 
on dummy's good diamonds, after 
which it was a cinch to roll in 
11 tricks. 


East's "guess" was, of course, 


nothing of the sort It was per- 
fectly safe for East to lead a high 
heart. If South ruffed the heart, 
he could do nothing to dispose of 
any diamond loser he might hold. 


It was true that Blast couldn't 
tell which suit to lead to win an 
immediate trick, but this was not 
important. The diamond trick 
could not run away, but if a heart 
trick could be won, It had to fee 
taken at once.
